Hutchison 
trial  set 
for  June

A  June  18  trial  date 
has  been  set  for  Richard 
Lee  Hutchison,  who  has 
been  indicted  on  federal 
charges  of  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Oxycodone  and 
Conspiracy  to  distrib¬ 
ute  Oxycodone. 

Information  was 
released  last  week  con¬ 
cerning  Hutchison’s 
March  indictment. 
Federal  records  show 
that  a  criminal  com¬ 
plaint  was  issued 
against  Hutchison, 

U.S.  27  North,  on  Feb. 

12  for  the  drug-related 
charges. 

The  affidavit  attached 
to  the  complaint  filed 
by  Dana  Chrisman, 

FBI  special  agent, 
alleges  that  on  Feb. 

11,  Hutchison  know¬ 
ingly  and  intentionally 
distributed  a  quantity 
of  pills  containing 
Oxycodone. 

The  FBI  and 
Kentucky  State  Police 
were  working  jointly  to 
investigate  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  pills  in  Harrison 
County 

Chrisman  stated 
in  the  report  that 
50  Oxycodone  pills 
were  purchased  from 
Hutchison  for  $2,000 
in  the  parking  lot  at 
Harrison  Memorial 
Hospital  on  Feb.  11. 

It  was  also  noted 
that  on  Jan.  31  another 
50  Oxycodone  pills 
were  purchased  from 
Hutchison. 

After  the  Feb.  11  pur¬ 
chase,  police  followed 
Hutchison’s  and  once  a 
traffic  stop  was  made, 
Hutchison  was  removed 
from  the  vehicle. 

Hutchison  allegedly 
had  $11,085  on  him, 
which  included  the 
KSP-marked  $2,000  used 
to  make  the  purchase 
of  pills. 

Hutchison  was 
arrested  and  taken  to 
the  Fayette  County 
Detention  Center  and 
has  since  been  released 
under  conditions  set  by 
the  U.S.  District  Court, 
including  being  on 
home  detention.

Homeowner 
shoots  at 
intruder 

Thief  may  have  used 
stolen  gun  in  exchange

The  Harrison  County  Sheriff’s 
Department  was  called  Friday 
morning  to  a  home  on  KY  356 
after  shots  were  fired. 

According  to  the  Harrison 
County  Sheriff’s  Department,  a 
call  was  made  to  dispatch  by  a 
home  owner  following  a  3  a.m., 
home  invasion  Friday,  May  10. 

“We  received  a  call  saying 
that  shots  had  been  exchanged 
between  an  unknown  subject 
and  a  home  owner,”  explained 
Harrison  County  Sheriff’s 
Deputy  Tuan  Kreer.

“The  owner  of  the  home  said 
once  he  heard  the  noise,  he  got 
up  and  began  moving  toward 
the  front  of  the  house,”  said 
Kreer.  “Northcutt  was  armed 
with  a  handgun  at  the  time.”

Seven  years  of  deficits  lead  to  center’s 
problems  with  Internal  Revenue  Service

For  at  least  the  past  seven 
years,  the  Harrison  County 
Commission  on  Aging’s  Senior 
Citizen  Center  has  operated  at 
a  deficit  which  lead  to  a  city 
and  county  bailout  of  delin¬ 
quent  payroll  taxes  owed  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service. 

According  to  records 
released  following  an  open 
records  request  by  The 
Cynthiana  Democrat,  it 
appears  troubles  began  in 
2007  with  a  over  $4,000  more 
expenses  than  there  was  rev¬ 
enue. 

However,  Tracy  Whitaker, 
director  of  Senior  Citizens, 
said  the  problems  could  have 
been  going  on  even  before  that, 
but  the  records  she  has  begin 
with  2007.  Those,  she  also  said, 
may  be  incomplete  because  a 


initiated  during  the  2007  fiscal 
year. 

Subsequent  years  the  defi¬ 
cit  rose  to  as  much  as  $38,752 
but  never  lower  than  nearly 
$16,000. 

Whitaker  took  over  as  direc- 


as  co-director  since  2011  and 
payroll  clerk  since  2007. 

Whitaker  and  Dr.  Beth 
Laytart,  who  serves  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  commission  on 
Aging,  said  Tuesday  that  as 
far  as  they  could  tell  financial 


difficulties  began  in  2007-08 
when  the  director  at  the  time 
was  charged  with  embezzle¬ 
ment. 

Pamela  Huff  was  prosecuted 
and  has  since  been  paying 
back  the  $8,800  that  she  was 
charged  with  taking  from  the 
Senior  Citizens  Center. 

Whitaker  said  that  when  she 
was  hired  as  payroll  clerk,  that 
wasn’t  really  what  she  did.  She 
said  she  was  never  allowed  to 
handle  payroll  and  took  care 
of  Medicaid  billing  and  data 
entry 

In  April  2008,  Whitaker  said 
she  noticed  some  discrepan¬ 
cies  in  some  of  the  books  and 
took  those  concerns  to  county 
judge-executive  Alex  Barnett. 
The  end  result  was  charges 
filed  against  the  terminated

director. 

“At  that  time  there  was 
close  to  $60,000  in  CDs,” 
Whitaker  said  referring  to  the 
center’s  cash  reserve. 

Laytart,  who  was  appointed 
to  the  board  in  2008,  said  a 
$25,000  CD  was  cashed  right 
before  she  joined  the  board. 
That  was  followed  by  a  $20,000 
cash  in  and  another  for 
$10,000  to  pay  bills  and  meet 
payroll. 

“We  have  no  cash  reserve 
now,”  Laytart  expressed. 

Whitaker  contends  that  the 
center’s  financing  was  set  up 
to  fail  from  the  start. 

The  building  was  construct¬ 
ed  in  1996-97  with  city  and 
county  ownership. 

The  Senior  Citizens  and 
Community  Action  are  pay¬ 
ing  rent. 

Whitaker  said  the  Senior 
Citizens’  rent  is  $1,517  month¬ 
ly.  Additionally,  any  mainte¬ 
nance  and  repairs  needed  are 
at  the  expense  of  the  Senior 
Citizens,  not  the  city  and 
county. 

Laytart  and  Whitaker 
explained  that  when  the 
building  was  new  and  there 
were  no  repairs  to  be  made, 


it  wasn’t  such  a  bad  arrange¬ 
ment. 

However,  since  February 
2012,  there  have  been  $23,836 
repairs  and  a  new  roof  is  still 
needed. 

Whitaker  said  ideally  the 
city  and  county  will  refinance 
the  balance  owed  on  the  build¬ 
ing,  which  is  about  $350,000, 
and  the  lease  can  be  renegoti¬ 
ated. 

“Most  centers,  which  are 
non-profit,  are  not  paying 
rent,”  Whitaker  said. 

The  city  and  county  each 
contribute  to  the  center’s  bud¬ 
get.  The  county  gives  $19,500 
annually  and  the  city  gives 
$12,000. 

Most  revenue  for  the  cen¬ 
ter  comes  from  the  state 
through  the  Blue  Grass 
Area  Development  District, 
which  was  budgeted  at  about 
$158,000  during  the  2011-2012 
fiscal  year.  Another  $150,000 
comes  from  Medicaid. 

The  biggest  expense  is 
salaries,  which  amounted  to 
$256,383  in  2011-12. 

Whitaker’s  salary  is  $31,200 
annually.  The  highest  paid 
employee  is  a  full-time  nurse 
who  earns  $33,280.  She  said 
employees  have  not  had  a 


raise  in  five  years. 

She  said  that  this  year  is 
the  first  opportunity  the  cen¬ 
ter  has  had  to  get  out  of  con¬ 
tracts  that  were  started  five 
years  ago  and  were  a  drain  on 
the  center’s  finances. 

She  explained  that  they 
were  paying  $200  a  month 
for  elevator  inspections  and 
$10,000  over  a  5-year  period 
for  a  copier  that  even  at  the 
end  of  the  five  years,  they 
still  did  not  own  the  equip¬ 
ment. 

“I  just  feel  like  we’ve  been 
cleaning  up  problem  after 
problem  after  problem,”  said 
Laytart. 

According  to  senior  citi¬ 
zens’  records,  revenue  has 
fallen  every  year  since  2009. 
Expenses  have  also  been  cut, 
but  not  enough  to  stop  the 
financial  bleeding. 

During  this  fiscal  year, 
there  is  already  a  $29,590  defi¬ 
cit  with  three  months  remain¬ 
ing. 

What  brought  the  financial 
issue  into  the  open  was  the 
recent  request  by  the  board 
of  directors  for  the  city  and 
county  to  help  pay  for  nearly 
$60,000  in  unpaid  payroll 
taxes. 


“We  were  just  going  deeper 
and  deeper,”  Whitaker  said  of 
the  taxes. 

She  said  she  contacted  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service 
when  she  took  over  asking 
how  best  to  resolve  the  prob¬ 
lem. 

She  said  she  was  advised  to 
pay  on  the  oldest  bills,  going 
back  to  2010,  according  to  IRS 
documents  acquired  with  the 
open  records  request. 

Payroll  taxes  went  either 
unpaid  or  partially  paid  dur¬ 
ing  the  final  three  quarters 
of  2012  and  the  first  quarter 
of  2013. 

“Our  goal  was  to  keep  ser¬ 
vices  going,”  said  Whitaker. 
“We  were  robbing  Peter  to 
pay  Paul.” 

Unpaid  payroll  taxes  now 
total  $43,452.57.  With  fines  and 
interest,  total  amount  due  to 
the  IRS  was  $58,697.  However, 
with  IRS  abatement,  the  debt 
was  lowered  to  $45,995.42  of 
which  the  county  and  city 
will  split. 

Now,  Whitaker  said  it 
appears  the  center  will  have 
to  cut  services  or  find  another 
agency  to  take  over. 

“We’re  trying  very  hard  to 
find  a  solution,”  Laytart  said. 


“We  cannot  continue  to  oper¬ 
ate  at  this  rate.” 

Responding  to  Cynthiana 
City  Commissioners’  ques¬ 
tion  of  will  the  Center  be  in 
the  same  shape  next  year  and 
need  city  and  county  to  bail 
them  out,  Laytart  said  no. 

“We  won’t  be  in  this  shape 
next  year,  one  way  or  anoth¬ 
er,”  she  said. 

Laytart  said  they  are  look¬ 
ing  at  Blue  Grass  Community 
Action  Partnership  (CAP)  to 
take  over  the  Cynthiana  pro¬ 
grams  as  well  as  looking  at 
offering  fewer  programs. 

“We  want  what  is  best  for 
our  seniors,”  Whitaker  said. 

Laytart  added  that  the 
building  issue  may  be  a  deal 
breaker  for  CAP  in  that  they 
operate  rent-free  in  other 
counties. 

“I’ve  tried  to  do  my  best  by 
the  seniors,”  said  Whitaker. 
“We  have  a  wonderful  staff. 

I’d  hate  to  see  the  center  go 
out.” 

Whitaker  said  if  she  could 
go  back  she  didn’t  know  if 
she  could  have  done  anything 
differently. 

“My  heart  was  in  the  right 
place,”  Whitaker  said. 


City  agrees  to  pay  half  of  delinquent 
taxes  for  Commission  on  Aging

During  a  special 
meeting  on  Tuesday, 
May  7,  the  Cynthiana 
City  Commission 
agreed  to  pay  one-half 
of  the  delinquent  tax 
bill  for  the  Commission 
on  Aging. 

Mayor  Steve  Moses 
told  commissioners  that 
the  city’s  and  county’s 
portions  were  adjusted 
to  remove  the  penal¬ 
ties  from  the  overall 
bill.  The  city  will  pay 
$22,997.71. 

Moses  said  that  dur¬ 
ing  a  meeting  with 
an  Internal  Revenue 
Service  agent  on  May  2 
that  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  were  assured  there 
would  be  no  criminal 
charges  filed. 

“The  problem 
I  have...,”  said 
Commissioner  Roger 
Slade,  “This  leaves  a 
bad  taste  in  my  mouth. 
We’re  asking  all  of  our 
departments  to  make 
cuts...  There  may  not  be 
anything  illegal,  but  it’s 
certainly  a  competency 
issue.  $23,000  doesn’t 
sound  like  a  lot,  but 
there  has  to  be  controls. 
I  have  no  confidence 
that  we  won’t  be  having 
this  discussion  next 
year.” 

Slade  added  that 


he  would  like  to  see  a 
monthly  budget. 

Moses  said  Blue 
Grass  Community 
Action  Partnership 
(CAP)  is  thinking 
of  taking  over  the 
Harrison  County  Senior 
Citizens  Center. 

He  said  there  has 
already  been  some  dis¬ 
cussion  regarding  the 
center’s  expenses,  par¬ 
ticularly  salaries. 

“They’re  saying  if 
they  take  over  they’ll 
downsize,”  Moses  said, 
noting  that  CAP  rep¬ 
resentative  has  said 
salaries  are  too  high 
and  there  are  too  many 
people  on  staff. 

Moses  said  the  city 
could  know  as  early 
as  next  week  if  CAP 
is  interested  in  the 
Harrison  County  Senior 
Citizens  Center. 


“I  don’t  think  any¬ 
one  around  the  table 
thinks  this  is  not  a 
worthwhile  program,” 
said  Commissioner 
Gary  Brunker.  “But  it 
still  goes  back  to  having 
to  have  some  type  of 
accountability.” 

Commissioner  Jack 
Keith  agreed. 

“We  can’t  change 
history,”  said  Keith. 
“Have  to  make  sure  this 
doesn’t  happen  again.” 

Moses  noted  that  in 
2007  there  was  $80,000 
in  the  senior  citizens 
account,  which  was  all 
spent  by  2010. 

“They  have  no  sur¬ 
plus  at  all,”  Moses  said. 

Commissioners  voted 
unanimously  to  pay  the 
nearly  $23,000  to  bring 
the  account  up  to  day 
with  the  IRS.

Kreer  explained  that 
while  Northcutt  moved 
closer  to  the  front  door, 
he  heard  the  door  open 
again  and  then  shut. 

“At  that  time, 
Northcutt  opened  the 
front  door  and  looked 
outside  and  saw  an 
unknown  person  in 
the  yard,”  said  Kreer. 
“According  to  Northcutt, 
after  he  told  the  person 
to  stop  where  he  was, 
the  person  began  firing 
a  handgun  at  him.” 

Kreer  said  Northcutt 
was  able  to  return  fire 
while  not  being  struck 
by  the  intruder. 

Northcutt  jumped 
back  into  the  home  in 


order  to  shield  himself 
from  the  gunfire. 

Kreer  said  once 
Northcutt  was  back 
inside,  he  looked 
through  a  window  and 
saw  a  large  dark-colored 
SUV  drive  away  from 
the  house. 

Harrison  County 
Sheriff  Bruce  Hampton 
and  Det.  Paul  Olin  were 
called  onto  the  scene  to 
help  collect  evidence. 

“We  were  able  to 
recover  evidence  from 
the  scene  that  has  been 
sent  to  the  Kentucky 
State  Police  crime  lab 
to  be  tested,”  explained 
Olin. 

Kreer  said  that  a 
handgun  was  stolen 


from  the  residence  and 
is  believed  to  be  the 
same  gun  used  to  fire  at 
Northcutt. 

“A  gun,  which  was 
loaded,  was  taken  from 
the  house  along  with 
other  property  that 
has  still  not  be  found,” 
explained  Olin. 

According  to  Kreer, 
it  is  believed  that  the 
intruder  was  unaware 
that  Northcutt  was 
home  due  to  there  not 
being  a  vehicle  in  the 
driveway. 

Kreer  said  the  SUV 
was  headed  toward  Scott 
County  after  it  fled  from 
the  scene.  No  suspects 
have  been  named  at  this 
time.

Medicaid  expansion  could 
change  Kentucky’s  course, 

big  time

“Today  we  change  the 
course  of  Kentucky’s  his¬ 
tory” 

It  is  not  often  that  a 
public  official  can  say 
such  a  thing  with  a  large 
measure  of  credibility, 
but  Gov.  Steve  Beshear 
legitimately  raised  that 
hope  last  Thursday,  as  he 
announced  that  he  would 
expand  Kentucky’s 
Medicaid  program  under 
federal  health  reform. 

If  Beshear’s  vision  is 
fulfilled,  Kentucky  will 
no  longer  have  one  of  the 
unhealthiest  populations 
of  any  state,  a  change 
that  will  make  it  more 
attractive  to  employers, 
and  any  Kentuckian  who 
wants  health  insurance 
will  be  able  to  get  it. 

It  is  in  large  measure 
the  realization,  in  the 
state  where  all  President 
Harry  Truman’s  grand¬ 
parents  were  born,  of 
his  68-year-old  dream  of 
national  health  insur¬ 
ance.  The  statue  of 
Truman’s  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  Alben  Barkley  of 
Paducah,  seemed  to  shine 
a  little  more  brightly 
than  usual  in  the  Capitol 
rotunda  as  the  press-con¬ 
ference  crowd  dispersed. 

But  this  is  a  project 
with  many  moving  parts 
-  billions  of  dollars, 
thousands  of  health-care 
providers,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Medicaid 
beneficiaries,  and  scores 
of  political  and  bureau¬ 
cratic  decisions  -  and 
much  could  go  wrong. 

Skeptics  point  to  the 
problems  with  the  man¬ 
aged-care  Medicaid  sys¬ 
tem  that  Beshear  imple¬ 
mented  too  hurriedly, 
apparently  to  avoid  com¬ 
plicating  his  November 
2011  re-election,  and 
argue  that  the  program 
needs  fixing  before  add¬ 
ing  300,000  new  enrollees 
to  the  825,000  already  on 
the  rolls.  Beshear  says 
he’s  tackling  the  prob¬ 
lems,  the  program  is 
“working  pretty  well” 
and  the  managed-care 
companies  can  handle 
the  influx. 


The  skeptics  also  ques¬ 
tion  whether  the  state 
can  afford  the  match  for 
the  federal  funds.  “Broad 
and  vague  anxieties,” 
Beshear  called  them,  and 
he  came  armed  with  two 
studies  concluding  that 
expansion  would  actu¬ 
ally  gain  the  state  money 
-  mainly  because  of  the 
billions  it  will  send  to  the 
state’s  health-care  provid¬ 
ers,  creating  more  jobs, 
but  also  because  many 
of  the  300,000  or  so  newly 
eligible  people  are  not 
expected  to  enroll,  based 
on  a  Price  Waterhouse 
Coopers  study  draw¬ 
ing  on  research  by  the 
Congressional  Budget 
Office. 

Preliminary  esti¬ 
mates  were  that  expan¬ 
sion  would  add  400,000 
Kentuckians  to  the 
Medicaid  rolls.  However, 
the  study  estimated  that 
only  308,000  will  become 
eligible  and  that  only 
188,000  will  enroll,  thus 
costing  the  state  much 
less  than  some  expected 
when  it  has  to  match  fed¬ 
eral  funds  beginning  in 
January  2017. 

The  initial  match  will 
be  5  percent,  rising  to  10 
percent  in  2020.  The  esti¬ 
mated  cost  for  the  newly 
eligible  in  fiscal  2020-21 
is  $151  million,  in  a  state 
budget  that  is  likely  to 
exceed  $10  billion.  (The 
state’s  current  share  of 
Medicaid  costs,  29.5  per¬ 
cent,  is  about  $1.5  billion 
a  year.) 

Those  are  just  esti¬ 
mates.  “I  believe  reality 
will  dwarf  those  num¬ 
bers  on  the  spending 
side,”  Tea  Party  activist 
David  Adams,  who  says 
he  plans  to  challenge  the 
plan  in  court,  told  report¬ 
ers.  But  for  the  time 
being  at  least,  Beshear 
has  the  numbers  on  his 
side,  and  he  said  they  are 
“very  conservative.” 

The  governor  said 
opponents  of  the  plan 
“fall  back  on  nation¬ 
al  politics”  and  say 
expansion  means  that 
Kentucky,  a  state  that 
President  Obama  lost  big 
both  times,  will  be  “sup¬ 


porting  Obamacare.  To 
them  I  say,  ‘Get  over  it.’  . 
.  .  I’m  going  to  do  what’s 
best  for  Kentucky’s  peo¬ 
ple,  period.”  Asked  why 
so  many  governors  have 
rejected  expansion,  he 
said  it  was  mostly  “par¬ 
tisan  politics.” 

Conservative  colum¬ 
nist  John  David  Dyche 
cites  an  Oregon  study 
saying  Medicaid  is  inef¬ 
fective,  but  a  Harvard 
School  of  Public  Health 
study  in  three  other  states 
showed  that  expansion 
of  Medicaid  improves 
health  and  saves  lives. 

Beshear  said  the  expan¬ 
sion,  along  with  health 
insurance  and  subsi¬ 
dies  available  through  a 
state-run  exchange  that 
is  also  part  of  health 
reform,  would  give  the 
state  a  healthier  work¬ 
force  because  studies 
show  that  people  with 
health  insurance  are 
less  likely  to  skip  exams 
and  let  health  conditions 
worsen  and  become  cost¬ 
lier  and  more  difficult  to 
treat.  “The  lack  of  early 
care  is  one  reason  that 
Kentucky’s  health  pic¬ 
ture  is  so  horrendous,” 
he  said. 

Kentucky’s  workforce 
is  one  of  the  nation’s 
least  healthy,  and  the 
state  has  a  disproportion¬ 
ate  number  of  working- 
age  people  who  are  not 
in  the  workforce  because 
of  health  problems.  The 
state  ranks  first  in  smok¬ 
ing,  cancer  deaths  and 
preventable  hospitaliza¬ 
tions;  second  in  heart 
disease  and  poor  physi¬ 
cal-health  days;  third  in 
heart  attacks  and  poor 
mental-health  days;  and 
in  the  top  10  in  diabetes, 
cholesterol  and  seden¬ 
tary  lifestyles.  That  hurts 
the  state’s  image  as  well 
as  its  economy,  Beshear 
said.  “There  will  be  a 
huge  economic  effect  for 
a  healthier  Kentucky.” 

He  said  most  of  the 
newly  eligible  people  are 
not  “freeloaders  asking 
for  a  handout,  ”  but  people 
who  are  working  at  jobs 
without  health  insur¬ 
ance.  He  said  another 


332,000  Kentuckians  will 
get  insurance  through  the 
state  exchange,  276,000 
of  them  with  subsidies 
available  to  people  with 
incomes  up  to  400  per¬ 
cent  of  the  poverty  level. 
Without  Medicaid  expan¬ 
sion,  he  said,  206,000 
would  not  be  eligible  for 
Medicaid  or  a  subsidy, 
and  “We  cannot  leave 
those  people  stranded.” 

The  health-reform  law 
tried  to  force  states  into 
expanding  Medicaid,  but 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
ruled  that  the  states 
should  make  the  choice 
without  fear  of  financial 
penalties.  The  law  calls 
for  expansion  to  cover 
people  under  65  in  house¬ 
holds  up  to  138  percent  of 
the  federal  poverty  level 
-  currently  $15,856  for  an 
individual  or  $32,499  for 
a  family  of  four. 

Republicans  can  do  lit¬ 
tle  to  stop  the  expansion. 
They  control  the  state 
Senate,  but  Medicaid 
eligibility  and  benefit 
decisions  belong  to  the 
executive  branch,  and 
even  if  a  bipartisan  leg¬ 
islative  committee  were 
to  block  the  implement¬ 
ing  regulations,  Beshear 
could  override  it. 

Or  perhaps  we  should 
say  he  would  override 
it.  Emotional  at  times, 
Beshear  called  the  move 
“the  single  most  impor¬ 
tant  decision  of  our  life¬ 
time  for  improving  the 
health  of  Kentuckians” 
but  said  it  was  easy  to 
make.  As  a  governor 
who  has  failed  to  win  his 
main  campaign  promise, 
expanded  gambling,  and 
has  had  relatively  little 
money  to  spend  because 
of  the  Great  Recession, 
this  is  likely  to  be  his 
largest  legacy.

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Court  pursues  plans  for  renovation  of  old  courthouse

The  Harrison  County 
Fiscal  Court  has  agreed  to 
hire  Brandsetter  Carroll  Inc. 
to  draw  plans  for  a  proposed 
renovation  of  the  old  court¬ 
house  on  Main  Street. 

During  Tuesday’s  Harrison 
County  Fiscal  Court  meet¬ 
ing,  County  Judge-Executive 
Alex  Barnett  informed  the 
court  that  a  firm  had  pro¬ 
posed  an  idea  for  renovating 
the  old  courthouse,  which 
would  eventually  be  used  to 
also  house  the  county  clerk’s 
office. 

“I  spoke  with  a  representa¬ 
tive  who  told  me  that  plans 
would  cost  the  county  nor¬ 
mally  $15,000  to  draw-up  and 


show  what  work  would  be 
done,”  explained  Barnett. 
“They  said  they  wanted  to  see 
this  project  happen  so  they 
would  reduce  the  draw-up  to 
only  $5,000.” 

Barnett  explained  that  the 
restoration  would  not  take¬ 
away  from  the  historical 
“character”  of  the  building 
but  only  make  modifications 
to  allow  space  for  the  county 
clerk’s  office. 

“We  have  to  do  something 
to  both  the  courthouse  and 
with  the  clerk’s  office,”  said 
Barnett. 

No  hard  figures  were  given 
but  Barnett  explained  that 
the  project  should  be  just 
under  $1  million. 


“Can  we  handle  a  $65,000  a 
year  payment  without  raising 
taxes,”  asked  magistrate  Brad 
Marshall.  “I  don’t  want  taxes 
raised  but  I  agree  that  some¬ 
thing  must  be  done.” 

Barnett  explained  that  the 
county  could  potentially  put 
the  loan  on  a  20  to  30  year 
payment  plan  which  would 
allow  the  county  to  pay  the 
loan  without  raising  any 
taxes. 

The  court  voted  to  allow 
Brandsetter  Carroll  Inc.  to 
draw  plans  and  to  give  a  more 
definite  cost  of  the  renova¬ 
tion. 

Also  discussed  was  the 
possibility  of  Bluegrass 
Community  Action  taking- 


over  the  services  of  the 
Senior  Citizens  Center. 

“I  don’t  want  to  hang  our 
seniors  out  to  dry,”  said  mag¬ 
istrate  Bradley  Copes.  “I  will 
not  vote  for  anything  unless 
they  agree  to  not  cut  any  of 
the  services  currently  pro¬ 
vided.” 

Barnett  explained  that 
Bluegrass  Community  Action 
has  agreed  to  continue  all 
services  but  will  not  pay  any 
rent  on  the  building. 

“Rent  is  $1,517  a  month 
which  pays  the  mortgage,” 
said  Barnett.  “The  county 
and  city  would  be  forced  to 
make-up  the  rest  if  this  came 
to  be.” 

The  court  agreed  to  look 


further  into  the  situation 
before  taking  any  action. 

Finally,  as  a  matter  of 
record,  the  court  was 
informed  that  seasonal  and 
part-time  workers  would  be 
hired  for  the  Harrison  County 
Parks  and  Recreation  and 
deputy  jail  as  follows: 

Recreation  Department, 
Cindy  Taylor,  Robin  Glascock, 
Diana  Watkins  as  part-time 
concession  workers,  Brian 
Arnold,  Jacob  Dixon  and 
Chad  Herrington  as  part- 
time  workers  for  Parks  and 
Recreation. 

It  was  also  voted  to  hire 
Steve  McCauley  as  a  part- 
time  deputy  jailer. 


Mayor  confronts  commissioner  about  Parks  and  Rec  funding

Following  a  brief- 
but-heated  exchange  at 
Tuesday’s  Cynthiana 
City  Commission,  a 
$12,044.67  contribution 
was  approved  for  Parks 
and  Recreation. 

When  Finance 
Commissioner  Billy 
Grayson  presented 
payables  for  approval, 
Mayor  Steve  Moses 
questioned  the  payment 
to  Harrison  County 
Fiscal  Court  that  would 
go  to  Parks  and  Rec. 

“This  was  not  bud¬ 
geted,”  Moses  said. 

Grayson  countered 
that  it  as  part  of  the 
inter-local  agree¬ 
ment  that  the  city  and 
county  signed  when 
the  new  Parks  and  Rec 
Department  was  cre¬ 
ated  and  agreed  that  it 
would  be  funded  50/50. 

In  a  confrontational 
manner,  Moses  claimed 
that  Grayson  should 
have  requested  that  the 
budget  be  amended  to 
reflect  any  costs  that 
the  city  would  incur 
with  the  restructuring 
of  the  department. 

Grayson  said  that 
perhaps  he  should  have 
requested  an  amend¬ 
ment.  However,  he 
noted  that  the  inter¬ 
local  agreement  was 
approved. 

Moses  then  stated 
that  all  inter-local 
agreements  should  be 
funded  50/50. 

Grayson  said  that 
each  situation  would 
have  to  be  dealt  with 
individually. 

Moses  reiterated  that 
the  50/50  inter-local 
agreement  should  be 
for  all  agencies  for 
which  an  agreement 
was  signed  and  noted 
that  the  Economic 
Development  Authority 
in  particular  was  still 
owed  $8,800  from  the 
city. 

The  motion  had 
been  made  by  Grayson 
and  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Gary 
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Brunker  prior  to  the 
debate. 

When  it  appeared  the 
discussion  was  dead¬ 
locked,  Brunker  called 
for  the  vote. 

Moses  said  he  wanted 
to  know  the  commis¬ 
sioners’  position. 

“I  think  you’ll  know 
with  our  vote,”  Brunker 
lamented. 

In  another  matter,  the 
commission: 

•Heard  from  Haviland 
Argo  with  Kentucky 
Utilities  regarding  bury¬ 
ing  utility  lines  on  Pike 
Street  between  Main 


and  the  rail  road  tracks. 

•Heard  a  presenta¬ 
tion  by  James  Smith, 
Chamber  president, 
regarding  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  funding  to  help 
promote  tourism. 

Smith  said  the  city 
contributes  $6,000  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce 
each  year  and  that  they 
are  asking  for  no  more 
money  for  the  Chamber. 
However,  he  did  request 
$4,000  to  be  used  solely 
for  tourism. 

•Gave  the  go-ahead 
to  Ben  Maybrier  and 
Woody  Richie  to  for  a 


welcome  sign  at  the 
south  end  of  Cynthiana 
on  U.S.  27.  The  sign 
would  incorporate  the 
city’s  existing  sign  as 
well  as  place  organiza¬ 
tion  signs  around  it 
on  one  10-foot-by-9-foot 
metal  frame. 

•Approved  electri¬ 
cal  franchises  for 
Cynthiana  from 
Kentucky  Utilities  and 
Blue  Grass  Energy. 

•Heard  Grayson 
report  that  the  swing  set 
had  to  be  removed  from 
Hero’s  Park  after  an 
injury  occurred  there. 


He  said  new  equip¬ 
ment  will  be  ordered 
to  replace  what  was 
removed  at  a  cost  of 
$600  to  the  city. 

•Declared  a  2001  Ford 
Crown  Victoria  as 
surplus  property  then 
agreed  to  accept  bids 
for  the  purchase  of  the 
vehicle. 

•Reappointed  Frazer 
LeBus  III  and  Stephen 
McCauley  to  the  P&Z 
Board  of  Adjustments 
and  Gary  Dearborn  to 
the  P&Z  board. 

•Met  in  executive 
session  to  discuss  the 


appointment  or  hiring 
of  a  specific  individual 
and  to  discuss  a  disci¬ 
plinary  matter  with  a 
specific  employee. 

Following  the  closed 
session,  the  commis¬ 
sion  voted  to  not  offer 
employment  to  a  former 
employee  who  wanted  to 
be  reinstated. 

The  disciplinary 
action,  Brunker  said, 
was  being  handled 
through  policy  and  pro¬ 
cedures  by  the  commis¬ 
sioner.

Time  to  watch  for  possible  termite  infestation

It’s  that  time  of  the  year 
to  watch  for  possible  ter¬ 
mite  infestation.  If  you 
see  a  problem  in  your 
home,  study  the  following 
questions  and  answers  to 
determine  the  proper  way 
to  treat  your  home. 

Why  worry  about  ter¬ 
mites?  Termites  cause  bil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  in  damage 
each  year.  They  primarily 
feed  on  wood,  but  also  dam¬ 
age  paper,  books,  insula¬ 
tion,  and  even  swimming 
pool  liners  and  filtration 
systems.  Termites  injure 
living  trees  and  shrubs, 
but  more  often  are  a  sec¬ 
ondary  invader  of  woody 
plants  already  in  decline. 
While  buildings  may 
become  infested  at  any 
time,  termites  are  of  par¬ 
ticular  importance  when 
buying  or  selling  a  home 
since  a  termite  inspec¬ 
tion/infestation  report  is 
normally  a  condition  of 
sale.  Besides  the  mone¬ 
tary  impact,  thousands  of 
winged  termites  emerging 
inside  one’s  home  are  an 
emotionally  trying  expe¬ 
rience  -  not  to  mention 
the  thought  of  termites 
silently  feasting  on  one’s 
largest  investment. 

Why  are  infestations 
often  discovered  during 
March  -  May?  Spring  typi¬ 
cally  is  when  large  num¬ 
bers  of  winged  termites, 
known  as  “swarmers”, 
emerge  inside  homes.  In 
nature,  termites  swarm 
to  disperse  and  start  new 
colonies.  Triggered  by 
warmer  temperatures 
and  rainfall,  the  winged 
termites  emerge  from  the 
colony  and  fly  into  the  air. 
The  swarmers  then  drop 
to  the  ground,  shed  their 
wings,  pair  off  with  a 
mate,  and  attempt  to  begin 
new  colonies  in  the  soil. 
Few  swarmers  emerging 
outdoors  survive  to  start 
new  colonies.  Swarmers 
emerging  indoors  are 
incapable  of  eating  wood, 
seldom  survive,  and  are 
best  removed  with  a  vac¬ 
uum.  They  do,  however, 
indicate  that  an  infesta¬ 
tion  is  present. 

How  will  I  know  if 
my  home  is  infested? 

Reunions 


Discovering  winged  ter¬ 
mites  indoors  almost 
always  indicates  an  infes¬ 
tation  warranting  treat¬ 
ment.  People  often  con¬ 
fuse  winged  termites  with 
ants,  which  often  swarm 
at  the  same  time  of  year. 
Termites  can  be  differen¬ 
tiated  by  their  straight 
antennae,  uniform  waist 
and  wings  of  equal  size. 
(Ants  have  elbowed  anten¬ 
nae,  constricted  waists 
and  forewings  that  are 
longer  than  the  hind 
wings.) 

The  swarmers  are 
attracted  to  light  and  are 
often  seen  around  win¬ 
dows  and  doors.  Termite 
swarmers  emerging  from 
tree  stumps,  woodpiles, 
and  other  locations  out 
in  the  yard  are  not  neces¬ 
sarily  cause  for  concern, 
and  do  not  necessar¬ 
ily  mean  that  the  house 
is  infested.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  winged  termites 
are  seen  emerging  from 
the  base  of  a  foundation 
wall  or  adjoining  porches 
and  patios,  there’s  a  good 
chance  the  house  is  infest¬ 
ed  also  and  treatment  may 
be  warranted. 

Other  signs  of  infesta¬ 
tion  are  earthen  (mud) 
tubes  extending  over 
foundation  walls,  sup¬ 
port  piers,  sill  plates,  floor 
joists,  etc.  The  mud  tubes 
are  typically  about  the 
diameter  of  a  pencil,  but 
sometimes  can  be  thicker. 

Termites  construct 
these  tubes  for  shelter  as 
they  travel  between  their 
underground  colonies  and 
structure.  To  help  deter¬ 
mine  if  an  infestation  is 
active,  the  tubes  may  be 
broken  open  and  checked 
for  the  presence  of  small, 
creamy-white  worker  ter¬ 
mites. 

Can  I  treat  the  house 
myself?  Ridding  a  home 
of  termites  requires  spe¬ 
cial  skills.  A  knowledge  of 
building  construction  is 
needed  to  identify  the  crit¬ 
ical  areas  where  termites 
are  likely  to  enter.  Many 
of  these  potential  points 
of  entry  are  hidden  and 
difficult  to  access.  Termite 
control  also  utilizes  spe¬ 
cialized  equipment  such 


as  masonry  drills,  pumps, 
large-capacity  tanks,  and 
soil  treatment  rods.  A  typi¬ 
cal  treatment  may  involve 
hundreds  of  gallons  of 
liquid  pesticide,  known  as 
termiticide,  injected  into 
the  ground  alongside  the 
foundation,  beneath  con¬ 
crete  slabs,  and  within 
foundation  walls. 

In  short,  termite  treat¬ 
ment  is  a  job  for  profes¬ 
sionals.  A  possible  excep¬ 
tion  would  be  if  a  mailbox 
post,  sandbox,  or  other 
small  wooden  object  not 
attached  to  the  house  was 
infested.  “Do-it-yourself” 
products,  sold  to  hom¬ 
eowners  at  retail  stores  or 
bought  over  the  internet, 
will  seldom  eradicate  an 
existing  termite  problem. 

Which  treatment  meth¬ 
ods  and  products  are  most 
effective?  This  is  another 
challenging  question. 
There  are  two  general  cat¬ 
egories  of  termite  treat¬ 
ment,  liquids  and  baits. 
Soil-applied  liquid  termit- 
icides  have  been  around 
for  decades.  Their  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  provide  a  long- 
lasting  chemical  barrier 
that  excludes  termites  in 
the  ground  from  enter¬ 
ing  buildings.  In  most 
cases,  termites  in  the 
structure  die  off  as  well, 
since  they  cannot  return 
to  the  soil.  Most  former 
products  were  repellent 
rather  than  lethal  to  ter¬ 
mites  foraging  the  soil. 
Newer  materials,  such  as 
Premise  (imidacloprid), 
Termidor  (fipronil),  and 
Phantom  (chlorfenapyr), 
are  non-repellent  and  ter¬ 
mites  tunneling  into  the 
treatment  zone  are  killed. 
Overall  the  non-repellent 
products  are  proving  to  be 
reliable  in  their  ability  to 
resolve  termite  problems 
in  the  first  attempt.  All 
registered  termiticides 
(both  repellent  and  non¬ 
repellent)  can  be  effective, 
however,  and  homeown¬ 
ers  should  not  base  their 
purchasing  decision  on 
product  alone. 

Does  the  entire  house 
need  to  be  treated....  Or 
can  they  just  treat  areas 
where  I  see  termites? 
Subterranean  termite 


colonies  may  contain 
hundreds  of  thousands  of 
individuals,  foraging  in 
many  different  directions. 
For  the  homeowner,  local¬ 
ized  or  “spot”  treatments 
are  generally  a  gamble 
except  in  cases  of  retreat¬ 
ment.  Most  reputable  pest 
control  firms  will  not 
warranty  spot  treatments, 
since  it’s  likely  that  ter¬ 
mites  will  eventually  find 
other  points  of  entry  into 
the  structure. 

Some  companies  may 
offer  to  do  a  so-called 
“perimeter”  treatment, 
using  one  of  the  non-repel¬ 
lent  liquid  termiticies 
(Termidor,  Premise,  etc.). 
Typically  this  will  involve 
a  thorough  application 
around  the  entire  outside 
foundation  wall  of  the 
building,  and  spot-treat¬ 
ing  any  infested  or  high- 
risk  interior  areas.  If  the 
homeowner  is  consider¬ 
ing  such  a  treatment,  they 
should  inquire  whether  it 
will  be  accompanied  by  a 
service  agreement  in  case 
termites  return.  (Service 
renewal  agreements  usu¬ 
ally  state  that  if  termites 
return,  the  company  will 
return  and  retreat  the 
affected  areas  at  no  addi¬ 
tional  charge  provided 
the  renewal  agreement  is 
maintained.)  It’s  a  bit  of 
a  gamble  to  purchase  any 
termite  treatment  option 
without  an  ongoing  ser¬ 
vice  agreement. 

How  long  will  the  treat¬ 
ment  last?  All  liquid  treat¬ 
ments  are  supposed  to  con¬ 
trol  termites  for  at  least 
five  years  when  applied 
according  to  label  direc¬ 
tions.  The  actual  length  of 
control  on  a  given  struc¬ 
ture  will  depend  on  such 
factors  as  thoroughness 
of  the  application,  envi¬ 
ronmental  conditions, 
and  density  of  termites 
in  the  area.  If  termites 
swarm  again  and  contin¬ 
ue  to  be  a  problem  the 
year  after  treatment,  it’s 
usually  not  form  degrada¬ 
tion  of  the  termiticide  - 
but  because  termites  have 
found  an  untreated  gap  in 
the  chemical  barrier.

At  my  church  we  talk  a 
lot  about  beauty. 

The  ancient  Greeks 
and  the  early  Christians 
elevated  three  prime  vir¬ 
tues:  truth,  goodness  and 
beauty,  and  as  Russian 
novelist  Dostoevsky 
wrote,  “Beauty  will  save 
the  world.” 

A  longing  for  beauty 
is  primal.  A  lack  of  it 
brings  despair. 

A  year  or  so  ago, 
Christianity  Today 
launched  a  project  called 
“This  is  Our  City.”  In 
the  overview  it  says  that 
a  new  generation  of 
Christians  believes  God 
is  calling  them  to  “seek 
shalom”  in  their  cities  by 
using  their  gifts  and  tal¬ 
ents  in  all  areas  of  city 
life  —  commerce,  govern¬ 
ment,  technology,  media, 
education,  the  arts. 

Their  goal  is  to  see 
their  cities  transformed.

Not  just  see  souls  saved, 
but  to  see  their  cities 
become  beautiful. 

The  Christianity 
Today  website  posts 
essays,  articles  and  doc¬ 
umentary  videos  about 
what  these  Christians 
are  doing  and  the 
effects  on  places  like 
New  York  City,  Phoenix, 
Detroit,  Silicon 
Valley,  Richmond,  Va., 
Portland,  Ore.,  and  a 
place  they  call  “7th  City,” 
which  is  “your”  city, 
opening  the  project  up 
to  include  anywhere  and 
everywhere. 

Every  place  needs  the 
transforming  power  of 
beauty. 

One  of  the  “This  is  Our 
City”  projects  is  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  youth  garden  in 
the  Brightmoor  area  of 
northwest  Detroit,  start¬ 
ed  in  2008  by  a  Dutch 
woman  named  Riet 
Schumack.  She  is  “gar¬ 
dening  to  make  beauty 
out  of  blight.” 

When  she  first  moved 
to  Brightmoor  in  2006, 
almost  half  the  hous¬ 
es  were  abandoned. 
Surrender  to  despair  and 
apathy  was  rampant, 
especially  among  the 
young. 

She  says  in  the  docu¬ 


mentary,  “When  we  live 
in  ugliness  and  blight 
and  it  doesn’t  bother  us, 
we  are  very,  very  broken, 
and  very  far  from  where 
God  intended  us  to  be.” 

She  says  of  garden¬ 
ing,  “It  feeds  me.  It’s  like 
breath.  I  inhale  it.  The 
Lord  has  created  every¬ 
thing  beautiful  for  us, 
and  we  are  built  to  bask 
in  that.” 

As  she  gardened,  the 
kids  in  the  area  became 
interested,  so  she  start¬ 
ed  showing  them  how 
to  grow  vegetables  and 
flowers.  The  young  peo¬ 
ple  began  taking  pride 
in  what  they  grew  and 
took  their  vegetables  to 
market,  earning  money 
for  their  love  and  their 
labor. 

Since  2008,  the  one 
youth-owned,  youth-oper¬ 
ated  garden  has  grown 
to  50  farms,  gardens  and 
pocket  parks.  There’s 
still  despair  in  Detroit, 
but  hope  is  gradually 
overcoming  it  as  beauty 
moves  in. 

In  other  places,  a  nurse 
in  Phoenix  provides  free 
medical  care  to  the  poor 
and  to  undocumented 
immigrants.  A  Phoenix 
entrepreneur  bases  his 
software  company  on 


“collaboration,  trans¬ 
parency  and  honesty,” 
and  has  opened  up  his 
company’s  workspace  to 
smaller  companies  in  the 
area  that  can’t  afford  to 
pay  rent. 

In  Seattle,  an  art  col¬ 
lector  hangs  her  artwork 
in  a  local  coffee  shop  in  a 
rundown  neighborhood. 

Little  by  little,  God  is 
using  his  people  to  trans¬ 
form  the  places  where 
they  live  by  using  beauty 
and  grace,  the  beauty 
and  grace  of  the  gospel 
and  the  gifts  God  has 
given  them. 

In  many  churches, 
the  focus  is  on  Christ’s 
imminent  return,  as  it 
should  be,  but  not  to  the 
neglect  and  exclusion  of 
the  corner  of  the  world 
we  live  in. 

We’re  to  be  light  in  the 
dark  places,  a  preserv¬ 
ing  and  healing  pres¬ 
ence  like  salt.  We’re  to 
produce  great  art,  build 
grand  buildings,  create 
music  that  stirs  the  soul. 
Not  for  ourselves,  but 
for  those  around  us,  to 
spark  in  them  a  longing 
for  beauty,  the  beauty  of 
Christ. 

In  his  book,  “Beauty 
Will  Save  the  World,” 
Brian  Zahnd  writes, 
“Christianity  has  suf¬ 
fered  a  loss  of  beauty 
—  a  loss  that  needs  to 
be  recovered.  With  an 
emphasis  on  truth, 


we  have  tried  to  make 
Christianity  persuasive 
(as  we  should).  But  we 
also  need  a  correspond¬ 
ing  emphasis  on  beauty 
to  make  Christianity 
attractive  . . .  Christianity 
needs  to  be  presented  as 
beautiful.  Often  where 
truth  cannot  convince, 
beauty  can  entice.” 

Dear  friends,  if  we  say 
we  love,  then  we  can¬ 
not  let  blight  win.  This 
world  is  our  home  even 
as  we  wait  for  our  eter¬ 
nal  home. 

I  think  we  honor  God  by 
dreaming  big  and  doing 
what  we  can  to  bring  the 
beauty  of  Christ  into  our 
surroundings,  not  by 
force  and  arrogance,  but 
in  humility  simply  being 
who  we  are  and  who  he 
has  made  us  to  be,  using 
the  gifts  and  talents  he 
has  given  us  as  we  pro¬ 
claim  the  gospel  of  the 
kingdom. 

This  is  our  city,  wher¬ 
ever  we  may  be.  What 
can  we  do  to  make  it 
beautiful?

Cut  flowers  from  the  garden 
should  be  enjoyed  indoors 


The  cool  spring  has 
finally  ushered  in  May 
flowers! 

I  love  cut  flowers  from 
the  garden.  There  is  a 
simple,  happy  satisfaction 
that  comes  from  picking  a 
bundle  of  peonies  for  the 
kitchen  work  table. 

Just  be  sure  to  shake  the 
ants  off  first. 

The  other  thing  about  a 
cool  spring  with  adequate 
rain  fall  is  that  the  weath¬ 
er  is  acting  as  a  sorts  of 
preservative:  All  those 
beautiful  blooms  are  last¬ 
ing  much  longer  than  nor¬ 
mal. 

When  planning  a  garden, 
I  always  consider  a  season¬ 
al  offering  of  cut  flowers 
for  indoor  arrangements. 

These  flowers  can  work 
double-duty  and  attract 
beneficial  insects,  as  well. 

You  can  plan  on  cut 
blooms  starting  in  very 
early  spring  with  daffodils 
and  woodland  flowers;  in 
May  the  peonies  fill  the 
house  with  their  spicy, 
sweet  scent;  and  then  a 
steady  stream  of  annuals 
and  perennials  fill  mason 
jars  and  vases  through  the 
first  frost. 

I  will  even  hit  the  weedy 
side  of  the  dam  for  an 
arrangement  of  golden 
rod  and  poke. 

Since  cutting  gardens 
are  about  production  the 
first  order  of  business  is 
preparing  the  soil. 

You  will  want  maximum 
harvest  so  prepare  the  soil 
with  compost  for  extra 
nutrition;  good  drainage  is 
ideal,  as  well.  Some  of  our 
favorite  cutting  flowers 
like  cosmos  and  zinnias 
demand  good  drainage. 

In  fact,  these  annuals 
are  so  undemanding  a  lit¬ 
tle  neglect  often  improves 
performance. 

If  you  have  the  space, 
plant  out  your  cutting  gar- 
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den  in  rows  or  blocks. 

Planting,  cultivation  and 
harvesting  will  be  easier 
and  more  efficient. 

In  order  to  maximize 
production,  work  a  slow- 
release  fertilizer  like  cot¬ 
tonseed  or  alfalfa  meal 
into  the  soil  during  the 
planting  of  seedlings  or 
container  plants;  if  start¬ 
ing  from  seed  wait  to  side- 
dress  the  plants  once  they 
have  several  sets  of  true 
leaves. 

Providing  small  amounts 
of  fertilizer  to  the  plants’ 
root  systems  at  a  slow  rate 
can  be  supplemented  by 
a  bi-weekly  application 
of  a  water  soluble  fertil¬ 
izer  like  fish  emulsion  or  a 
manufactured  brand. 

Certainly,  food  and  water 
are  essential  for  maximum 
production  so  if  Mother 
Nature  does  not  provide 
rainfall  then  water  one 
inch  per  week  on  average, 
depending  on  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  plant. 

If  flowers  go  uncut  be 
sure  to  dead-head  any 
spent  blooms. 

You  want  your  annuals 
and  perennials  to  expend 
their  energy  on  produc¬ 
ing  blooms,  not  seeds. 
However,  at  the  end  of  the 
season  allow  some  flow¬ 
ers  to  go  to  seed  so  that 
you  can  harvest  them  for 
planting  next  year. 

In  my  world,  success  as 
a  cutting  flower  is  mea¬ 
sured  in  three  days.  If  you 
can  hold  your  color,  petals 
and  resist  wilting  for  three 


days  in  a  vase  you  are  a 
good  cut  flower. 

Annuals  typically  make 
up  the  bulk  of  a  cutting 
garden;  some  reliable 
blooms  include  bachelor 
buttons  and  cosmos,  which 
generally  reseed  them¬ 
selves  year  after  year. 

As  soon  as  the  soil 
warms,  I  sew  zinnias  in  all 
shapes  and  sizes. 

Sunflowers  are  a  snap  to 
start  from  seed,  too. 

Perennials  also  have  a 
place  in  the  cutting  garden 
and  quite  a  few  last  in  the 
vase  well  beyond  the  three- 
day  mark.  Gaillardia, 
Veronica,  Veronicastrum, 
Eryngium,  Solidago, 
Salvias,  Helianthus, 
Heliopsis,  Achillea  and 
Echinacea  are  all  prolific 
summer  perennials  that 
deserve  a  row  in  the  cut¬ 
ting  garden. 

Good  filler  plants  that 
appeal  to  me  and  hold  up 
relatively  well  (I  say  rela¬ 
tively  because  there  is  a 
little  blossom  drop  after  a 
couple  of  days)  includes 
catmint  ‘Six  Hills  Giant’ 
in  late  spring  through 
the  summer;  and  Russian 
sage  and  beautiful  mint 
(Calamintha)  in  late  sum¬ 
mer.  You  can  also  use  foli¬ 
age  plants  like  Solomon’s 
seal,  Hosta  and  herbs  as 
fillers  in  your  vase.  These 
“fillers”  have  the  ability  to 
anchor  cut  arrangements 
literally  and  figuratively. 

All  of  these  high  volume 
plants  will  fill  the  vase, 
then  you  can  add  the  flow¬ 
ers  that  you  really  want 
to  highlight,  like  the 
tall  purple  pompom’s  of 
drumstick  Allium  or  the 
bright  orange  cluster  of 
Aesclepias,  or  butterfly 
weed,  in  late  spring;  or 
the  bright  blue  of  salvia 
“Black  and  Blue”  in  the 
summer. 


USDA  farm  payments  scheduled  to  resume 


The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture’s 
Farm  Service  Agency  (FSA) 
Administrator  announces  that  farm  pay¬ 
ments,  which  had  been  temporarily  sus¬ 
pended  due  to  sequestration,  are  sched¬ 
uled  to  resume  today,  May  8.  This  includes 
payments  for  the  2011  Supplemental 
Revenue  Assistance  Payments  Program 
(SURE),  the  Noninsured  Crop  Assistance 
Program  (NAP)  and  the  Milk  Income 
Loss  Contract  Program  (MILC). 

On  March  4,  2013,  FSA  began  a  tempo¬ 
rary  suspension  of  FSA  program  pay¬ 
ments  in  order  to  assess  the  impact  of 
sequestration  and  determine  the  least- 
disruptive  process  possible  for  carrying 


out  required  cuts.  The  Department  will 
use  the  Secretary’s  limited  authority  to 
transfer  funds  to  avoid  reducing  these 
program  payments. 

Producers  should  be  advised  that  pro¬ 
gram  sign-up  periods  currently  under¬ 
way  have  the  following  enrollment  dead¬ 
lines:  2013  Average  Crop  Revenue  Election 
(ACRE)  Program  -  June  3;  2011  SURE 
-  June  7;  and  the  2013  Direct  and  Counter¬ 
cyclical  Program  -  Aug.  2.  Producers 
should  contact  the  Farm  Service  Agency 
office  at  234-2646  as  soon  as  possible  for 
appointments  to  enroll  in  these  programs 
before  the  deadlines. 


Kentucky’s  2013  CRP  sign-up  begins  May  20 


Farm  Service  Agency  (FSA)  State 
ExecutiveDirector  John  W.  McCauley 
reminds  landowners,  farmers,  and 
ranchers  that  the  opportunity  to 
enroll  in  the  Conservation  Reserve 
Program  (CRP)  general  sign-up  45 
begins  Monday,  May  20  and  ends 
June  14. 

Producers  who  want  to  offer  eli¬ 
gible  land  for  CRP’s  competitive 
general  sign-up  may  enroll  at  the 
Farm  Service  Agency  (FSA)  county 
office  where  their  farm  records  are 
maintained. 

CRP  is  a  voluntary  program  avail¬ 
able  to  agricultural  producers  to 
help  them  use  environmentally  sen¬ 
sitive  land  for  conservation  benefits. 
Producers  enrolled  in  CRP  plant 
long-term,  resource  conserving  cov¬ 
ers  to  improve  the  quality  of  water, 
control  soil  erosion,  and  develop 
wildlife  habitat. 

In  return,  USDA  provides  partic¬ 
ipants  with  rental  payments  and 
cost-share  assistance. 

Contract  duration  is  between  10 
and  15  years.  Producers  with  expir¬ 
ing  contracts  and  producers  with 
environmentally  sensitive  land  are 
encouraged  to  evaluate  their  options 


under  CRP. 

CRP  continues  to  make  major 
contributions  to  national  efforts  to 
improve  water  and  air  quality,  pre¬ 
vent  soil  erosion  by  protecting  the 
most  sensitive  areas  including  those 
prone  to  flash  flooding  and  runoff. 

At  the  same  time,  CRP  has  helped 
increase  populations  of  pheasants, 
quail,  ducks,  and  other  rare  species, 
like  the  sage  grouse,  the  lesser  prai¬ 
rie  chicken,  and  others. 

Producers  that  are  accepted  in 
the  sign-up  can  receive  cost-share 
assistance  for  planting  covers  and 
receive  an  annual  rental  payment 
for  the  length  of  the  contract  (10-15 
years). 

Producers  also  are  encouraged  to 
look  into  CRP’s  other  enrollment 
opportunities  offered  on  a  continu¬ 
ous,  non-competitive,  sign-up  basis. 
Continuous  sign-ups  often  provide 
additional  financial  assistance. 

Those  sign-up  dates  will  be 
announced  later.

County  committee  nominations  begin  June  17 


Kentucky’s  USDA  Farm  Service 
Agency  (FSA)  State  Executive 
Director  John  McCauley,  wants 
to  remind  farmers  and  landown¬ 
ers  that  local  Farm  Service  Agency 
(FSA)  county  committee  nomina¬ 
tion  begins  on  Friday,  June  17. 

To  be  eligible  to  serve  on  an  FSA 
county  committee,  a  person  must 
participate  or  cooperate  in  a  pro¬ 
gram  administered  by  FSA,  be  eli¬ 
gible  to  vote  in  a  county  commit¬ 
tee  election  and  reside  in  the  local 
administrative  area  in  which  the 
person  is  a  candidate. 

Farmers  and  ranchers  may  nomi¬ 
nate  themselves  or  others,  and  orga¬ 
nizations  representing  minorities 
and  women  also  may  nominate 
candidates.  To  become  a  candidate, 
an  eligible  individual  must  sign 
the  nomination  form,  FSA-669A. 
The  form  and  other  information 
about  FSA  county  committee  elec¬ 


tions  are  available  online  at  www. 
fsa.usda.gov/elections.  Nomination 
forms  for  the  2013  election  must  be 
postmarked  or  received  in  the  local 
USDA  Service  Center  by  close  of 
business  on  Aug.  1,  2013.  Elections 
will  take  place  this  fall. 

While  FSA  county  committees  do 
not  approve  or  deny  farm  operating 
loans,  they  make  decisions  on  disas¬ 
ter  and  conservation  programs, 
emergency  programs,  commodity 
price  support  loan  programs  and 
other  agricultural  issues.  Members 
serve  three-year  terms. 

FSA  will  mail  ballots  to  eligible 
voters  beginning  Nov.  4.  The  voted 
ballots  are  due  back  to  the  local 
county  office  either  via  mail  or  in 
person  by  Dec.  2.  Newly  elected  com¬ 
mittee  members  and  alternates  take 
office  on  Jan.  1,  2014.

Wetland  Restoration;  CP-33  Habitat 
Buffers  for  Upland  Birds;  and  CP-38 
State  Acres  for  Wildlife,  and  CP-42 
Pollinator  Habitat. 


Landowners  enrolled  in  the  CRP 
program  receive  annual  rental  pay¬ 
ments  and  cost-share  assistance  to 
establish  long-term,  resource  con¬ 
serving  covers  on  eligible  farmland. 
Land  that  is  not  currently  enrolled 
in  CRP  can  be  offered  during  sign¬ 
up  if  all  eligibility  requirements 
are  met.  Expiring  CRP  continuous 
contracts  can  be  re-enrolled  with 
an  enrollment  date  of  Oct.  1,  2013. 

The  authority  for  this  signup  will 
end  Sept.  30,  2013.

LEGAL  NOTICE 

MASTER  COMMISSIONER’S  SALE 


With  spring  planting  underway,  the 
Farm  Service  Agency  is  reminding  pro¬ 
ducers  to  timely  report  any  prevented 
or  failed  acreage  to  their  local  office. 

Prevented  planting  acreage,  or  acre¬ 
age  that  could  not  be  planted  because 
of  wet  field  conditions  or  other  natu¬ 
ral  disaster,  should  be  reported  to  FSA 
within  15  days  of  the  final  planting  date 
of  the  crop.  This  includes  crops  covered 
by  crop  insurance  or  the  Non-insured 
Assistance  Program  (NAP)  and  crops 
without  insurance  coverage.  Producers 
should  contact  their  local  FSA  office 
or  crop  insurance  agent  to  verify  final 
planting  dates  for  all  crops  since  they 
vary  among  counties  and  crop  types. 

For  crop  losses  on  crops  covered  by 
the  Non-insured  Assistance  Program 
(NAP),  producers  must  contact  their 
local  FSA  office  within  15  days  of  the 


occurrence  of  the  disaster  or  when 
losses  become  apparent  to  file  a  Notice 
of  Loss.  Producers  with  crop  insurance 
should  contact  their  local  agent  when 
losses  occur  and  before  destroying  the 
crop. 

To  report  prevented  or  failed  acreage, 
producers  must  complete  Form  CCC- 
576,  Notice  of  Loss  for  interested  crops. 
Reporting  prevented  or  failed  acreage 
to  FSA  will  ensure  compliance  with 
current  farm  programs,  and  possible 
eligibility  for  future  disaster  programs. 

If  a  producer  misses  the  reporting 
deadline  for  prevented  planting,  they 
may  still  report  prevented  planting 
acreage  as  long  as  the  disaster  condi¬ 
tion  may  be  verified  by  a  field  visit 
before  it  is  abandoned  or  destroyed.
